Louisville, Dec. 18.—The first matter 
of importance taken up at this morn­ 
ing’s session of the Federation of labor 
was the third clause of the resolutions 
with reference t J labor unions of Puerto 
Rico. 
Upon this matter the convention 
adopted a declaration recommending to 
all affiliated unions whoso trade of call­ 
ing is pursu' d in Puerto Rico, that they 
take prompt action for the purpose of 
disseminating 
information in Puerto 
Rico necessary to give Puerto Ricans an 
opportunity to become allied with the 
national or international trade associa­ 
tions in America.

have their constitutions translated into
